REPORT  OF 

Superintendent,  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  of  the   Town  of  Weave: 

I  herewith  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  superin- 
tendendent  of  Weare  schools. 

All  the  schools  in  Weare  at  the  present  time  are  pro- 
vided with  teachers,  with  the  exception  of  one  at  the  Cen- 
ter. The  work  of  the  Grammar  School  at  East  Weare  has 
been  much  interfered  with  because  of  the  inability  to  se- 
cure a  permanent  teacher.  The  outlook  for  the  rest  of  the 
year  of  supplying  a  teacher  for  this  school,  or  any  school 
without  a  teacher,  is  not  encouraging.  It  is  quite  gener- 
ally known,  I  presume,  that  the  shortage  of  teachers  all 
over  the  country  is  a  problem  that  is  troubling  not  only  all 
school  officials,  but  government  officials  in  state  and  nation. 
So  many  schools  have  been  closed  in  some  states  for  want 
of  teachers,  that  the  Governors  of  those  states  have  issued 
proclamations  to  the  people,  calling  upon  them  to  awake 
to  the  serious  nature  of  the  situation,  and  asking  for  vol- 
unteers to  enter  the  teacher's  profession.  U.  S.  Commis- 
sioner of  Education  Claxton  says:  "There  are  more  than 
20,000  schools  in  the  country  closed  for  want  of  teachers 
and  probably  500,000  children  not  receiving  any  instruction 
this  year."  Add  to  this  the  fact  that  thousands  now  teach- 
ing cannot  meet  even  the  minimum  requirements  for  a 
teacher,  and  we  catch  a  glimpse  of  what  the  present  edu- 
cational conditions  mean  to  the  present  and  future  welfare 
of  the  nation.  Education  is  a  weapon  by  which  Bolshevism, 
and  every  other  ism  detrimental    to    the    principles    upon
